It was felt to be abso- 
lutely necessary for moral eflTect on i 
the other States that the < >t tober elec- 
tion in Pennsylvania should be carried 
by the home vote. 
Colonel McClure,

He took the train for 
Washington and laid all his misgivings, 
with his reasons therefor, before the 
President.

from five to ten thousand of the Penn- 
sylvania fl'oops and let them come homo 
to vote. Advise General (Jrant of your 
wishes that five thousand be furloughed 
at once from his immediate command 
with permission to return home." To 
this Mr. Lincoln replied that he dare 
not appeal to General Grant in such a 
case, as he did not know whether (ien- 
eral Grc-<,ut was for or against him. Col- 
onel McClure then inquired how about 
Sheridan, who was tlien in the Valley 
of Virginia. 
"Oh," said Mr. Lincoln, 
"Phil's» ail right." 
A fter .some further 
consultation it was deciilr d that 
U^aJe 
and Sheridan should botli l)e communi- 
cated with by privat*^ messenger from 
the President, witii the request to fur- 
lough certain 
regiments of Penn-.vl- 
vania troops under their 
commund. 
This was done, the soldiers went liome 
and voted, and Pennsylvania was cur- 
ried for the i'resident by a little more 
than -i,000 on the home vote.

not been for this, such was the distrust 
and dissatisfaction at the time that it 
might have lost both New York and 
Pennsylvania at tbe Prtsidential elec- 
tion.

He left Mary Jane $,5,000,000 of this 
i<) do w hat she l)est pleased with.

The widow, who had never 
in IKT pirlhooil had a s»^cond bonnet to her 
ht'iid. s.it about making the most gorgeous a r t 
(•(ilU < lion in America, 
She spent, as nearly 
as 1 < !(n .^et from the figures at my command, 
10,0011 for this purpose. 
And for thia 
great, thundering heap of wealth there re- 
mn.iiLs to show chiefly the peachblow vase.
